Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 30.—Two 
lives were lost and thousands of dol­ 
lars’ worth of property was destroy ed 
when the floods of ice and water from 
West Virginia’s overburdened rivers 
emptied into the flat lands and the val­ 
ley s of the state, sweeping before them 
human habitations and mak ing large, 
seething inland lak es. 
The dead re­ 
ported up to a late hour were Mrs. 
A.. I*. Bias and William Clark of Lo­ 
gan. 
Morgantown, Logan and Beiington 
were inundated. 
The former place is 
on the Monongahela and the latter 
two on the Cuy nndott and the Ty gart 
valley . Other rivers doing much dam­ 
age were the Ohio and the Coal. Near­ 
ly all parts of the state are affected. 
Paduk nh, Ky ., Dee. 30.—Descending 
ice gorges in the Tennessee and Ohio 
rivers, converging here, swept the win­ 
ter fleet of pack ets and other ernft 
from their moorings at up-river points 
and In the Paducah harbor and car­ 
ried the boats on dW n the Ohio. 
Ap­ 
peals for help from persons marooned 
on the ice-bound craft were heard 
as they were carried past the city . 
A report from Metropolis, HI., said 
several pack ets were seen standing on 
end in the ice as the floe passed that 
place. 
Eagle line steamboats, 
St. Louis 
pack ets, several Tennessee river and 
other smaller craft were in the harbor 
here when the gorge brok e. 
The 
boats rock ed and sway ed with the im­ 
pact of the ice. 
Additional cables has­ 
tily were run to shore, but failed to 
hold them, as the pressure of the ice 
became greater, and one by one they 
were torn from their moorings and 
swept on down the river. 
The number of boats caught In the 
torrent has not been determined. It 
was said they probably would reach 
more than a dozen. 
A preliminary es­ 
timate of the damage, If all were lost, 
placed it at $200,000. 
Cairo, 111., Jan. 30.—The Holliday - 
Phillips wharf boat, valued at $75,000, 
and nine small barges, were caught iu 
Ice floes In the Ohio river here and 
sunk . 
All are total losses.

Ov er in the American lines there is 
a sort of a standing order—nev er re­ 
duced to printed form, but wholly in 
effect nev ertheless—which runs about 
as follows: 
“ Get the goods. 
Nev er mind what 
they cost. 
Get the goods.” 
It was perhaps inev itable under the 
circumstances. 
A 
small 
American 
force reached France almost literally 
without a spare undershirt to its col­ 
lectiv e back. There were shortages of 
blankets and food and ov ercoats and 
huts and gun slings and pack saddles. 
It had been gathered iu u hurry when 
the United States hurriedly deter­ 
mined to go to war, writes Herbert 
Corey , with the British armies in the 
field, to the Chicago News. 
Because the men had not been prop­ 
erly equipped or clothed on our own 
side of the water—because they did 
not bring food sufficient to their needs 
—because so many tilings were needed 
at once—the element of economy gav e 
way to the element of haste. 
Huts at “ Brown Stone” Prices. 
We paid and we are pay ing through 
the nose for our lack of foresight and 
prov ision. 
Therefore 
one 
hears 
stories 
of 
French workmen being hired to build 
huts for our men at salaries which 
would make the old-fashioned Pitts­ 
burgh rolling mill boss —the sort who 
used to driv e to work each morning in 
his own car —envy the French carpen­ 
ter. 
One hears of huts which have 
been run up at brown stone prices. 
One hears of a hotel retted at four or 
five times its normal rental in times 
of peace. 
Ev en the French people, 
who are getting the money , are kick­ 
ing about it. They say the Americans 
are spoiling the market for them. 
“ It is the war price,” I said iu resig­ 
nation the other day when I had been 
stung to a blue welt 
“ Mais, non,” objected the French 
friend who accompanied me. “ It is the 
price AmenscainJ' 
* 
All this, as has been said, is inev i­ 
table, because 
we did not take that 
stitch in time of which the proverb 
tells. 
It is perhaps also Inevitable 
that the officers of our old regular 
army , 
which had 
been notoriously 
starv ed iu times of peace and who are 
now lux uriating 
iu unlimited funds, 
should develop a Coal Oil Johnny hab­ 
it of mind. 
But the time will come 
when economy must be considered. It 
might be well for some of our staff to 
muk e a careful, ev en a pray erful, 
study of the British sy stem for pre­ 
venting waste. 
It Grew Slowly But Surely . 
Mind y ou, the British sy stem did not 
spring to life over night. No army in 
the field has been so lavishly equipped 
as that of Great Britain. Its men are 
given of the best, from bacon to saddle 
leathers. During the construction per­ 
iod, when all energies were bent to the 
creation of an 
effectiv e army in the 
field, little heed was paid to the waste 
at the spigot. Some of the early camps 
were littered with half-worn-out equip­ 
ment of various sorts. Guns and lim­ 
bers and old shoe$ 
and what not, hav­ 
ing work ed through their period of 
greatest effectiveness, were cast aside. 
I think it is but fair that emphasis 
should again be put upon the fact that 
this was an inevitable complement of 
a period of hurried army building. But 
when that army was once built and in 
running order the 
orderly British mind 
rebelled against the wanton ex trava­ 
gance to be seen 
on every hand. 
A 
salvage department was not a part of 
the original organization, because no 
one had thought of 
it. It is justify ing 
its ex istence today by a saving of lit­ 
erally thousands 
of pounds a 
duy . 
The 
American 
people —and 
the 
American staff-sbould realize that 
this pro!E*"cs to be a long and 
an enor­ 
mously costly war for us. 
There is no 
reason why we should not prepare in 
advance for the army economies which 
will ultimately be necessary . 
Old Rifles Made a» Good as New. 
There are certain details of the Brit­ 
ish salvage sy stem which I may not 
put on paper. I may not tell, for ex ­ 
ample, how many hundreds of thou­ 
sands of rifles huv e been made over, 
so that they are practically as good as 
new. 
1 am permitted to tell the gen­ 
eral work ing of the plan. 
From my observ ation of the German 
military economies in 1915—it was the 
German who first realized the need for 
saving behind the 
lines—I am confi­ 
dent that the British sy stem of today 
is quite as efficient as that of the Ger­ 
mans ever was. That is pay ing a high 
compliment, for the German need of 
economy has alway s been far greater 
than that of the British. 
The salvage sy stem really begins its 
work in “no man’s land.” After every 
push the “no man’s 
land” of y esterday 
is Incorporated In 
the British lines. 
Then it is cleaned. 
Old boots and 
dented helmets and broken rifles are 


gathered up. “Dud” shells are ex plod­ 
ed usually , because they are a con­ 
stant danger, and as a matter of eco­ 
nomy it rarely pay s to unload them. 
Emptied shells aud shell fragments are 
sent back to be melted down. 
Brass 
powder cases are dispatched to the 
rear to be cleaned and refilled. 
The 
odds aud ends of a battlefield are 
gathered up. All are sent to a salvage 
depot at one of the bases. 


W ork of Salv .ige Grows F a st 
In 
the particular salvage 
depot 
which I have been privileged to ex am­ 
ine many people are employ ed. There 
ure hundreds of French men and wom­ 
en and some German prisoners aud 
some Chinese and a sufficient number 
of ex pert British work men who have 
been tak en from the fighting line to 
l;e placed where they can be more 
useful. 
A few months ago, compara­ 
tively , It was housed Iu u single shed. 
Now it grows almost while y ou watch 
it. 
*_ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ 
The most impressive feature of the 
establishment is precisely the feature 
which I may only hint at, for it en­ 
ables one faintly to comprehend the 
gigantic character of the business en­ 
terprise which we cull war. In a single 
month, 
for 
ex ample, 
unserviceable 
horseshoes by the hundreds of tons 
were assorted and sent to England to 
be reforged. 
Block tiu weighing sev­ 
eral hundred pounds was recovered 
from unserviceable utensils. Hundred­ 
weights of rusty horseshoe nails were 
cleaned and mude fit for issue. Thou­ 
sands of mess tins which had been 
thrown away were retinned so that 
they are literally better than ever. 
Hundreds of thousands of pairs of 
boots were cleaned, oiled and repaired. 
Tens of thousands of German pistols 
were put in condition. Other tens of 
thousands of water bottles were made 
lik e new. 
M aking Ov er Old Boots. 
The net result is the practical elim­ 
ination of waste. When Mr. Atk ius at 
the front needs new boots now lie 
turns in his old ones and, if he is for­ 
tunate, gets nice, well-brok en iu, com­ 
fortable old ones that have been fix ed 
up. 
If he is unluck y lie is forced to 
tak e new ones. If he goes to the hos­ 
pital his old boots and his old clothes 
are sent to the salvage work s to be 
cleaned aud repaired. The army Jok e 
is that the army head is of u standard 
size, so that the army helmet is pre­ 
sumed to fit ail comets. 
But the 
wounded man’s helmet is cjeaned be­ 
fore it is reissued, lest the original 
owner send on a scalp disease to the 
later wearer. 
Gas musk s ure cleaned 
before reissue for the same reason. 
Hundreds of French girls are em­ 
ploy ed in the boot shop. Here two or 
three ex perts are seated in front of a 
mountain of old boots mutcliing them 
in pairs. They go on by a sort of an 
endless chain to the inspectors, who 
decide upon the repairs to be made. 
An enormous double bench is occupied 
by giris who tear the old soles off by 
machinery . 
They are washed, new 
soles stitched or nailed on, they are 
dipped iu an oil vat, and then trees 
are inserted to k eep them in shape. 
A shoe does not stop moving from one 
end of the shop until it goes to the 
storehouse at the other. 
Here is a loft where old tents are 
inspected and either repaired or con­ 
demned. Nex t to it army wagons and 
ammunition limbers are being made 
over. 
Leather aud web equipment is 
actually better than new when it has 
been through the shop, because it is 
more pliable. 
Waste paper is baled. 
So that finally one gets to the engine 
room, where the chief marvel of all 
is in being. 
The big boilers that fur­ 
nish power for a factory fed entirely 
by the old shoes and o:’.., i 
oluteiy 
inutilizabie waste of the work s. 
One 
had never suspected thut an old shoe 
is as gdod as steam coal in a tire box . 
But it is. 
“No doubt,” I said cheerily , for I am 
a humorous soul at times, “y ou save 
the nails from these old shoes.” 
The jok e fell flat. They do save the 
nails. 
Each day the ashes are sifted.

After k illing or ex ecuting all of the 
Mex ican work men and train guards, 
who fought far eight hours, the Villa 
followers proceede« ! to Santa Ilolsalla, 
where only 125 soldiers were stationed. 
Th ey k ille« ! a number of these during 
the fighting, ex ecuted others and then 
looted the place. 
Villa did not pur- 
tielpate in the sack ing of Santa Ros­ 
alia. 
All train service between Chihuahua 
City and Torreon has been suspended 
because of the activities of the Villa 
bands.
